Chamber To Oppose 
Change In Area Of 
Phone Service 

Taking cognizance of reported 
attempts to annex the Santa 
Anita and Santa Anita Oaks 
tracts to the Arcadia telephone 
district, the board of directors 
of the Sierra Madre Chamber of 
Commerce adopted a resolution 
Monday night pledging the 
organization to vigorously oppose 
any change in status of the sub¬ 
division. It was agreed that, if 
necessary, the Chamber will place 
the matter before the State rail¬ 
road commis.slon. 

The Arcadia Chamber of 
Commerce denied this week it 
was circulating petitions seeking 
to have home owners in the 
tract withdraw from the Sierra 
Madre telephone district. 

It was explained the rumor 
probably originated in the fact 
that residents in the northwest 
.section of Monrovia are seeking 
to join up with the Arcadia 
telephone district. 

Any attempt to divorce Santa 
Anita Oaks from the Sierra 
Madre exchange would encounter 
stiff opposition from the state 
railroad commission, usually re¬ 
liable sources declared. The com¬ 
mission’s policy is to frown on 
attempts to reallocate districts, 
they pointed out.

OF 60 PP:RCENT of FRIGHTFUL fire 
LOSSES KIWANIS CLUB TOLD 


More than half a billion dollars 
and approximately 10.000 lives are 
sacrificed annually in the United 
States because of fires, Capt. O. 
J. Emory, director of public re¬ 
lations of the Los Angeles Fire 
Department, told Kiwanians at 
their annual weekly luncheon 
meeting Tuesday. 

According to records more than 
80 per cent of fires arc pre- 
ventable.whilc over 60 per cent 
occur in homes, the guest speaker 
declared.

Sierra Madre five years, died 
early yesterday morning at her 

home in Del Mar. Her daughters, 
Mrs. Virginia S. Davis and Mis.s 
Louisa Shippey; her son, Lee 
Shippey, and her grandson, Henry 
were with her when she died. 

Another son, C. S, Shippey of 
Neodesha, Kas., also survives.

Mrs Shippey was the mother 
of six children, iwo of whom 
died young. All of her children 
were bom before the doctor ar¬ 
rived, as she was living in iso¬ 
lated neighborhoods most of the 
time. Although she was small and 
looked frail, .she was buoyant of 
spirit and apparently tireless, and 
much loved in every community 
in which she lived. 

The funeral will be from the 
Church of the Ascension at 1:30 
tomorrow afternoon. Dean Arnold
